The importance of English аз а subject of study 
has undoubtedly been affected by the new political 
set-up, and interest in it has declined. The Govern- 
ment has, accordingly, dropped English from the 
curriculum of Class III and Class IV of High and 
Middle Schools. The Juvenile reader has now to 
learn in one year what he used to cover in three 
years previously, He may further be at a disadvan- 
tage in having to begin the study of a foreign tongue 
comparatively late. These facts have to be borne in 
mind by the writer of an English Primer. They have 
undoubtedly made his task difficult. 


The difficulty has been aggravated by the order 
issued by the Government that the Primer should 
be written in Controlled Vocabulary. An attempt 
has been made to keep the Primer within the limit 
imposed. But poems had to be included, and un- 
authorised words have crept in through them. 

Special mention has been made in the Syllabus of 
the importance of training in pronunciation and 
intonation. The correctness of these depends on the 
right position of the tongue and other organs of 
speech, and this is the outcome of habit. The habit 
must be formed as early in life as possible. Once 


(av) 
wrong habits are formed, it is almost impossible to 
shake them off. 

As is well-known, English pronunciation has 
endless vagaries. There is no rule of correspondence 
between spelling and pronunciation. Though some 
features of pronunciation can be learnt from books, 
others can only be learnt with the help of a teacher. 
Students of a Primer, of course, have to rely on the 
latter. He must regard himself as solely responsible 
for training beginners in producing speech sounds. 
Hence a few hints are supplied here for lightening 
the burden he must bear ; details and niceties have 
been left out. It is to be hoped that the hints will 
be found useful.

HINTS 
The Consonant Sounds 


Indian students identify sounds of English con- 
sonants with those of Bengali, Hindi (Marathi) or 
Oriya consonants. This is wrong in many cases. 
Teachers should point out the mistakes. 

P is not exactly the Bengali, Hindi (Marathi) or 
Oriya প, 1, 91 Р is more or less aspirated.
